SUBJECT: REPORT ON. FACILITIES MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAMS, PART I 


Part I on the annual report by the Capital Improvement Advisory 
Committee on the recommended allocation of funds for the maintenance 
and improvement of the physical plant, pursuant to Ordinance 139-66, 
is herein submitted for the 1977-78 budget. The total amount of the 
recommended program, based on Committee review of budgetary requests, 
is as follows:

The purpose of this report is to provide not only a specific 
priority guide for budgetary review of the Facilities Maintenance 
and Capital Improvement Programs of the various departments and 
agencies, but also to provide a consolidated listing of the many 
varied needs of the City's extensive physical plant. 


Part II of the annual report, to be published in June, will 
contain the approved program for 1977-78, departmental program 
schedules for the five year period from 1978-79 through 1982-83, and 
a recommended bond program for the five year period. 


Deferred Maintenance 


For 1977-78, all maintenance and repair items for buildings and 
structures, and reconstruction and replacement requests have been con- 
solidated into a new object of expenditure in the budget document: 
O.E. 700 - Facilities Maintenance. Budget recommendations under this 
object are reflected in a separate section of this report. 


The purpose of this consolidation is to develop a common budget 
section in which all requests that are for the maintenance, repair, 
reconstruction or replacement of a part or element of the City's exist- 
ing physical plant can be reported. In addition to the consolidation 
of those former objects of expenditure which related to the maintenance 
of capital facilities (principally, 0.E. 213, O.E. 214 and O.E. 700), 
the detailed line item listings of previous years for maintenance and 
repair requests have been combined into a single line item in the 1977- 
78 budget for most departments. Details supporting the requests are 
shown on the budgetexplanation sheet. This modification in the 
budgetary process, the Committee believes, should improve the review 
process by focusing greater attention on the on-going need to maintain 
the total capital plant. Secondly, the change will result in a reduc- 
tion of the number of line items and pages which comprise the budget 
document. 


Several meritorious projects were proposed by the Fire Department 
for the 1977-78 budget which would provide for the remote or automatic 
operation of Pump Station No. 1 and the Ashbury Tank, and the installa 
tion of a burglar alarm at the Twin Peaks Reservoir. Because these 
projects would eliminate the need for around-the-clock operating per- 
sonnel, they would result in a considerable long-term salary for the 
Department. In the opinion of the Committee, havever, the demands of 
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the Facilities Maintenance and Capital Improvement Programs on a limited 
Ad Valorem tax source precluded their funding for the 1977-78 budget 
year. Therefore, the Committee recommends to the Fire Department that 
these projects be included in the proposed bond program for November 1977 


The Committee trusts that this report and the recommendations 
contained herein will be reviewed closely during the consideration 
of the various individual budget requests.

SUBJECT: REPORT ON FACILITIES MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAMS, PART I 


Part I of the annual report by the Capital Improvement Advisory 
Committee on the recommended allocation of funds for the maintenance 
and improvement of the physical plant, pursuant to Administrative 
Code Section 3.07, is herein submitted for the 1978-79 budget. The 
total amount of the recommended programs for facilities maintenance 
and capital improvement projects, based on Committee review of budgetary 
requests, is as follows: 


Ad Valorem Tax $ 8,003,700 


Gas Tax and Road Fund 6,376,200 
Revenue 21,663,000 
Special Funds 11,432,100 


Total $ 47,475,000 

The purpose of this report is to provide not only a specific 
priority guide for review of budgetary requests from various departments 
and agencies, but also to provide a consolidated listing of the many 
varied needs of the City's extensive physical plant. 


Part II of the annual report, to be published in June, will contain 
the approved program for 1978-79, departmental program schedules for the 
five year period from 1979-80 through 1983-84, and a recommended bond 
program for the five year period. 


Ad Valorem Tax Supported Schedules 


In 1977-78, funding for ad valorem tax supported projects increased 
by about $0.4 million to a total of $4.3 million. While the Committee 
was encouraged by this modest increase, it continues in its belief that 
the ad valorem tax supported section, including sales tax supported 
projects, of the facilities maintenance and capital improvement programs 
are not funded at a level which is sufficient to meet the current needs 
and requirements of operating departments or the citizen user. 


The Annual Appropriation Ordinance for 1977-78 indicates that about 
$37,000,000.00 will be received by the City and County of San Francisco 
from sales tax receipts (purchase and use tax). These monies comprise 
the Capital Improvement Fund. From this fund, $15.2 million was allocated 
to bond interest and redemption, but only $2.3 million was allocated for 
capital improvement projects. The balance of fund, in the amount of 
$19.5 million, was set aside as "General Fund - Unallocated Revenue." 
Although the Committee appreciates the need to keep the tax rate as low 
as possible, it also appreciates the need to provide for desirable im- 
provements to the physical plant. The initial intent of the ordinance 
which established the special sales tax fund for capital improvements 
was to provide on-going, pay-as-you-go funding for capital projects. 

The intent of this ordinance has not been fully realized. 


Gas Tax Supported Schedules 


For the past few years, the Committee has expressed concern about 
the decrease in funds which have been made available for the reconstruc-— 
tion and improvement of the street system. In 1977-78, this down-trend 
was reversed. Gas tax and road fund appropriations for the street system 
increased from about $0.6 million in 1976-77 to approximately $2.0 
million in 1977-78. Also, this increased funding level does not represent 
the total program, because, when coupled with grant funds under the 
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Federal Aid Urban (FAU) program, the 1977-78 budgetary appropriations 
will accomplish a street reconstruction and improvement program of 
nearly $5.0 million, While not all projects in the gas tax supported 
section of this report are eligible for grant funds, the Committee 
urges careful consideration of this section to achieve a balanced 
program involving gas tax receipts and grant funds. 


Water and Power System 


In 1977-78, revenue support for the physical plants of the Water 
Department and the Hetch Hetchy System was reduced significantly. The 
reduction in these departmental programs resulted from anticipated 
revenue deficiencies brought about by the drought. With water capacity 
in the watershed area at or above normal for the first time in several 
years, revenue projections for 1978-79 are expected to increase 
substantially above the previous year. Therefore, the Committee 
recommends that the project schedules for the water and power systems 
be funded at an adequate level for 1978-79 to meet current program 
requirements, including deferred projects from prior years, for the 
Water Department and the Hetch Hetchy System. 


Special Recommendations 


In the budget for 1978-79, Model Cities has requested about 
$26,000.00 for the reconstruction of various facilities in the Hunters 
Point project area. The Committee believes that this work is desirable 
for the preservation, use and enjoyment of these facilities; however, 
the resource available to fund these projects is in question. As the 
projects are now proposed, they would be a charge against the very 
limited ad valorem tax resource. Because these facilities are located 
in an eligible Community Development funding area, the Committee 
recommends that they be funded under the Community Development Program 
rather than through the regular budgetary process. 


Pursuant to Resolution No. 532-76 of the Board of Supervisors, this 
year's capital program includes the third and final annual allocation of 
funds to resolve life-safety deficiencies at Laguna Honda Hospital. Be- 
cause a supplemental appropriation request is pending during the current 
year for nine of thirteen life-safety projects, the Committee has not 
included these projects in the recommended capital program. Therefore, 
on the assumption that these projects will be funded from the re- 
appropriation of current year monies, the Committee has recommended for 
the 1978-79 budget only four projects in the amount of $458,300.00 as the 
final increment of the program to resolve life-safety deficiencies at 
Laguna Honda Hospital as set forth in the initial report of the State 
Fire Marshall.

SUBJECT: Report on Facilities Maintenance and Capital Improvement Programs, 
1979-80 (Part I) 


Part I of the annual report by the Capital Improvement Advisory Committee 
on the recommended project priorities for the maintenance and improvement of 
public buildings and structures, pursuant to Administrative Code Section 3.07, 
is herein submitted for the 1979-80 budget. The total amount of the recommended 
programs for facilities maintenance and capital improvement projects, based on 
Committee review of budgetary requests, is as follows:

Part II of the annual report, to be published in June, will contain the 
approved programs for 1979-80, departmental program schedules for the five year 
period from 1980-81 through 1984-85, and a listing of proposed bond items. 
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For 1979-80, the total amount of Ad Valorem Tax recommendations for 
the maintenance and improvement of the physical plant is approximately 
one-half of the amount recommended by the Committee in 1978-79. This 
significant reduction is the direct result of the budgetary guidelines 
set forth by the Mayor's Office for the preparation of the 1979-80 
budget. While the Committee understands the need for fiscal restraint, 
it is concerned about the effects of these guidelines on the maintenance 
and improvement of public facilities. These guidelines 
require a department to focus on its continuing operating needs as 
reflected in a prior year budget. Where no prior year expenditure record 
exists relative to a maintenance or improvement project, a department 
does not have sufficient fiscal flexibility to provide for the inclusion 
of a new project. A department which has a prior year project expendi- 
ture record receives a favored status under the guidelines. Because of 
the unique "one time" nature of most projects, this situation can 
eventually lead to the further neglect of the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the physical plant. 


To correct this deficiency, the Committee recommends that all 
departments be permitted to treat maintenance or improvement projects 
as an "add-on" to the operating budget. This would assure that priority 


projects Could receive equal consideration under the budgetary review process 


rather than be based on the fiscal capability of an individual depart- 
ment. 


The total amounts recommended for the gas tax and revenue supported 
programs are slightly above the Committee's recommendations for 1978-79. 
Generally, these increased amounts reflect a growing concern among the 
departments who are responsible for these programs of the important need 
to provide for the continuing maintenance and improvement of public 
facilities. The Committee urges that high priority be given to the 
funding of these essential programs.
